After 2,000 years of exUe, It is now 
almost certain that a Jewish goverfi- 
ment wiU be established in Pales­ 
tine. When General AUenby, at the 
head of his victorious army, carried 
the Union Jack into the Holy City 
last December, a dream of twenty 
centuries became possible. On the 
hills of Zion* a Jewish civilisation 
with something of its old moral and 
intellectual vigor may once more 
come into being. The Jews have seiz­ 
ed their opportunity, and already an 
Administrative Commission of He­ 
brews is at work restoring the coun­ 
try for that race. 
This Administrative Commission 
has a program. Its aim is to bring 
back the life of the Jewish colonies 
in Palestine to their flourishing pre­ 
war conditions. It intends to furn­ 
ish the necessary educational, medi­ 
cal and ec^mapAe aid to all Jews who 
go back ul^ef Holy Land. One of its 
most important proiecta is ..the im­ 
mediate. founding of a Jetrish uni­ 
versity. Along the lines of diplo­ 
macy. the Commission proposes to 
create harmonious relationship with 
the Arab and Armenian states which 
are to be its neighbora. 
All over the worid, the tribes of 
Israel have waited through the cen­ 
turies for this promised day. Their 
poets have sung of it The exiles have 
yearned for their native land. Great 
Brltaln'e military operatlona of last 
winter have famished an opening 
wedge for the realisation of 2Uon*s 
hopes. When Britain oaderCook the 
reeciie of Palestine, la older to 
strike a staggering blow at the Turk, 
the eyes of Jews everywhere watch­ 
ed the progress of Oeaeral ABenhy's 
anay. They saw that little army foot 
by foot and mile by mfle drive bask 


from Bass to Bethlehem, from Beth­ 
lehem to Jerusalem, from Jerusalem 
to Jericho. When Jerusalem fell, the 
delight of Jews was unbounded, for 
Britain had already gone on record, 
through the speech of Balfour, as 
favoring the estaMlshment In Pales­ 
tine of a national homeland for the 
Jews. 
^ 
Jews Mlgfwte Bim* to Pakwttee. 
The story of the return to Palestine 
of the Jews during the last forty 
years Is eg smasing as that of our 
Pilgrim fathers abd in many ways a 
remarkable parallel to it. This ml- 
graitlon too was bom of persecution. 
The first great series of massacres of 
Jews in Rnsria began in 
1882. 
Scores of thousands of them fled to 
America. A few turned toward Pal­ 
estine. 
Every great movement of the Jew­ 
ish tribes has had its prophets and 
leaders.

"Outside the Breast wot ks." 
From New York Sun. 
It was in 1888 that Warner Miller 
’’fell outside the breastworks." He 
had been nominated unanimously for 
governor by the republicans. Harri­ 
son was running for president Har­ 
rison carried the state by 
15.000 
against Cleveland; Miller lost to Hill 
by 29,000. The Platt men know how 
to knife. 
General Harrison sent his condo­ 
lences to Miller in a message in which 
he called the Herkimer county poli­ 
tician th e /‘intrepid leader who fell 
outside the breastworks." The skill 
and energy of Platt were devoted to 
the effort to keep Miller on the out­ 
side. He succeeded after struggles 
more bitter than any New Yorker has 
since known. 
Six years later Miller tried for the 
nomination for governor again. The 
year *92 saw Cleveland’s second elec­ 
tion as president. Platt had worked 
like a beaver in establishing his pow­ 
er in the Republican party, and when 
Roscoe Conkling*8 successor went out 
for the nomination this time it was 
recognized that the result would be 
decisive in the political fortunes of 
the two men. Platt's candidate for 
the governorship was Levi P. Morton, 
and his victory in the convention put 
the seal of absolute defeat on Miller. 
Two years later Miller was ousted 
from the Big Four, the advisory com­ 
mittee of the Republican state com­ 
mittee. in which he had sat with Platt 
Depew and Lauterbach. This was the 
end of Warner Miller as a force in 
state and national politics. 
As a soldier Warner Miller earned 
promotion from private to lieutenant 
for bravery on the field. At Win­ 
chester, Stonewall Jackson captured 
him when General Banks was defeat­ 
ed. Jackson was subsequently forc­ 
ed back toward Richmond by Gener­ 
al Fremont’s forces, and paroled the 
Yankee prisoner as he retired. Lieut. 
Miller went home to Fort Edward, 
and after entering the paper making 
industry spent a year in Belgium 
studying processes of 
manufacture 
there. On returning to this country 
he worked sixteen hours a day for 
ten years, most of the time heavily 
in debt, to get American paper mak­ 
ers to use the machines he invented 
and the scientific methods he advo­ 
cated. To him was given the credit 
of reducing the price of wood pulp 
from 15 to 4 1-2 cents a pound. 
In 
1867 
he got 
into 
politics 
through the accident of replacing a 
speaker who failed to keep his en­ 
gagement. Six years later he went 
to the legislature, in which he sup­ 
ported Governor Tilden's reforms. 
He was in the hofise of representa­ 
tives in '84 when Conkling and Platt 
resigned from the senate after their 
quarrel with President Garfield over 
the appointment of William H. Rob­ 
ertson as collector of the port, the in­ 
cident that gave to Platt the name of 
"Me Too," although Platt induced 
Conkling to quit and appeal to the 
New York legislature for re-election 
as a vindication of their course. Their 
hopes were not fulfilled and Platt set 
to work to re-establish himself. He 
did it so completely that for years he 
ruled the Republican party as the 
Easy Boss, and 
eliminated 
Miller 
from public life. 
The history of Republican politics, 
national and state, for a quarter of 
a century, is bound up in the bio­ 
graphy of Warner Miller, a man of 
courage, of force, of wit and of great 
accomplishments.

TEXAS POLITICIANS 


(H.v the Associated Press) 
Austin, Tex., April 19.— What the 
women will do in the question that 
is perplexing Texas politicians. The 
answer will be given. July 27. 
The recent special session of the 
legislature passed a bill giving Texas 
women the right to vote in primaries 
and nominating conventions. 
This 
act will become a law June 26 and 
the women then need only to register 
to be eligible to vote in the primaries 
July 27. The law requires them to 
register 15 days before the primaries. 
After 1918 the women must pay 
the poll tax—$1.75—in addition to 
registering, before they can vote. On 
account of the poll tax some contend 
that the total vote cast this year by 
the women will be heavier than in 
coming years. 
Data Is not available to show just 
how many women are of voting age. 
However, since 
the 
male voting 
strength of the state is 610,000 it is 
believed that of the women equals 
this amount and possibly exceeds it 
Based on that assumption, politicians 
express belief that the women will 
poll from 400,000 to 600,000 votes 
in the July primaries. 
In estimating the female vote, 
however, it is pointed out that the av­ 
erage Texas election calla out only 
about 50 per cent of the potential 
male vote. Many express belief that 
the women will not cast more votes 
than the men. 
Women’s Clubs over the state al­ 
ready have begun an active campaign 
to educate the women in the art of 
marking their ballots properly and 
are urging them to turn out in full 
force and vote. The fact that many 
women in the rural districts must 
travel from ten to fifty miles in or­ 
der to register it is believed/will cut 
down the vote in those sections. 
It has been unofficially contended 
that the law giving women the bal­ 
lot is unconstitutional because it ap­ 
plies only to the primaries and leaves 
them barred from participating in 
the general election. Whether a test 
of the law's constitutionality will be 
made, however, is problematical. 
The fact that the law contains a 
provision that the ballots cast by the 
women must show the sex of the vot­ 
er by having the word 
"women” 
printed thereon, will, in the opinion 
of proponents of the measure, pre­ 
vent the election from being nullified 
even if the law is held unconstitu­ 
tional since the records would show 
how the women voted. 
While the candidates are interest­ 
ed in prognostications relative to the 
number of votes the women will cast 
their chief concern is how they will 
vote. Will the married women in the 
main, vote as will their husbands or 
will they cast their ballots independ­ 
ent of the "head of the family." 
Being unable to answer the ques­ 
tion the candidates are not overlook­ 
ing the new voting strength in their 
campaigns. Much campaign litera­ 
ture is being adderssed to women.
